French Strike for Higher Wages 

12 ^ Cost of Living Increase since August

A T the time of wriEmg, the social cri$i$ uj France is at its height. The 
strike is hot general, but extends lo public sen-ices which are of vital 
interest. The railways are almost completely paralysed, gas and eJeemcit}- 
undertakings are also coocetued, pamciilarly in the Paris region, where 
public rranspon is equally involved as are also certain faciories with the 
result that the economic life of the country is being seriouslv afiected.

the tsrigin of these siriaes is coe poetical. 
They really emreapond waEh a serious 
ecDDOmic siLLUlion for the woi^iqg people 
brougfac iboui by alarming increases in 
the HJ 5 E of Jiving. The Commission for 
Collective Agreements, summoned by ihc 
guvemmenE through popular pressure, has 
itself idinjiied that the coat of living has 
’ lEscreasetJ by 13.5since August' 1950, 
the date wlwn minimum wages were last 
hxed. 

In faci^ since putting inE:o effect the 
policy (jf retrrnaraem everyone could— 
Aud did l^farises j^cb an outasfne. The 
teriDus sections of the Press w-as already 
asking at the liine: ‘Mow can --e strangle 
inflation and the increased price* of raw 
mat^aJs, which win result from the con- 
WTiion to m war ecortamy: how are we 
fi^ni to face up to lodal agitation which 
will tureJv eccur?" 

An IncreaK in prices did take place 
toimedia;*! affcciiiiji coorjmer goods as 
well. Sim mpf earaim Is* ^ ftnin in- 
diutries LaiiwI iJiair budgets below the 


bare minimum. T^e public authorities 
thpiugh foreseeirig the repercussions of 
rearmament did not take steps to forestall 
a crisis. The question was not discussed 
in Parliament i and the Chamber of 
Deputes w'bidi will shortly be dissolved 
when a general election takes place, per¬ 
haps in June, has not yet voted this 
year's budget, 

Thus, whilst the social crisis was slowly 
buE surely brewing, the Assembly had 
other things to do than R remedy. 
They w-tre pluying at politicsi wTangltng, 
fuort or less violent] v, on the question of 
electoral neform with the obpect of assur¬ 
ing the triumphant re-election of the 
majoriiy panics in the governsnent at the 
expense of the Commuatsi^ and the cs- 
trouK right-iMng De Gaullisie R.P,F. 
All this in the midst of indc.fcribable 
confusion, givinE the impressiun of pre¬ 
meditated trickerv on both sides, and 
crowned by a ministerial crisis of which 
the least ^ue can »y is that it was quite 
uoeleu the same aujoisien eatne bade and 
everything aoawrding to 


tradition. This deluge of verbal impo¬ 
tence helped to iiicrease public tension, 
^nd the “'democratic’' parliamcntarv sys¬ 
tem has once more shown that it is no 
longer even capable of pis ring in p*t 
as defender of the capitalist order. 

The Communisis, for their pan, did 
not miss llwr oppgkunity of usinl 
social agitation to attack the goverorocnl- 
h seems, however, that they are playing a 
clever game, attadting mainly in State and 
public sectors, so as tiot to have certain 
industrialists against them. For the CJ*. 
it discreetly dangling befM^ the eves of 
business men and industrialists the ad¬ 
vantages to be gained by commercial 
negonarions with Russia. This policy is 
of course made to fit in with the struggle 
bciwceu Russian and American imperial¬ 
isms, and the preparations for the next 
war. 

But once again, the Communist game, 
is only grafted to a movenraent which has 
deep economic roots, and which is sup- 
pprled by nil the large unions. And it 
i* certain that once the crisis has been 
wttrded off, and the strike wave reduced 
flL the price of concession* by manage¬ 
ments and government deparEments [this 
time at a cost of some fliMJ millions in 
wage increases— Ei>s,] ii will, after a few- 
months flare up again. The root of the 
evil is in the IncreiseB in prices, which 
will not be stopped so long as Ehe world 
armaments race cnniinuei.

Whether it Is worth 
while to submit to the impertinent ques- 
Lioning of the tribunals, those curious and 
omnisaent arbiters of conscience com¬ 
posed of baronets, ex-nfficers, trade union 
officials, parsons and local buiy-bodies, 
without the chance nf success, unless you 
can persuade them that you are a Jehovah 
Witness, a Quaker, or i Prirailive 
MeDhodist, is a matter for 'Z' men to

^hai sort of judgment arc we to make 
of such a sodeiy. and what cKpecta Lions 
may we have froro it? (Obviously we 
peed much more informatian.) I do not 
know that we have any knowledge about 
sexuality in Russia, and I do not know 
how to infer it indirectly; but we have 
considerable information on the points of 
soctalily and work (in the latter, ahsencje 
of choice, of opportunity for creation and 
a sense of possession). Perhaps ^mfort 
■would deny any sort of primacy to these 
desires; and since neurosis may turn out 
to be an ethical rather than a biological 
pathology, he may be right to define it as 
v he does. He may also be right (the evi- 
1 irdence -would be very relevant) that ihc 
t jnorc spectacular neurotic disorders of the 
j we‘^ arc less common in Russia, But I 
wci-j.id argue that what occurs there is a 
social neurosis by which the individuals 
are flblc lu deny to ihemselves ihat they 
do not have genuine primary satisfactions 
—a denial necessary to avoid heresy and 
possible exienninaiion, as well as to pro¬ 
tect one^s seU-esteein. The editots of 
Freedom are sorely right to draw aiiention 
to this other neurosis, just as much a 
human sickness. In fact, if (his were not 
SDi Comfort’s “psychiairic’^' approach 
would be practically meaningless, it would 
have no point of attack fwhat could he 
say to the "delinquent" ruling class?) 

Lei us not deny that the Russian State 
binda the nation tightly together; so long 
as it can olfer the rationalisation of future 
paradisal communism, and blame the wgr 
and external capitalism for all the mani¬ 
fest evils and deprivations. We can per¬ 
haps imagine the society holding together 
fbi' the time the man sees through the 
lies, he is probably too exhausted even 
far rage). But the system seems, by such 
an analysis, something less than the 
smoolh-functioning machine that Comfort 
suggests. (It is not amiss lo warn against 
the siifficteoily-deinonslrated power of the 
bureaucracy to seduce admiration.) Fur¬ 
ther, the problem of the succession has 
been fatal to many dynasties, even when 
intelligence has been sacrificed to con¬ 
tinuity in the hereditary monarchy; 
though Stalin’s death would be unlikely 
lo lead to a libertarian revolution, it 
would almost certainly set off such an 


iniemal struggle as to endanger the 
balanced structure, possibly destroy mas^ 
Uhi, m .h. S,.,c, «d pSbS 
we cannot now reason about.

That anarchists must 
revolution and large- 
social struggles are not the order of 
C * ‘ ''i. thirty years, except for 

^^pain, there has been no revolutionary 
situanop with poiertialities we would call 
loeriarian. In the midst of a rcvolu- 
honary situation, it ■was reasonable for 
Malatests lo believe that a revolution 
would make more anarchists than a thou¬ 
sand libertarian schools; but if a revolu¬ 
tion is not creating anarchists? And such 
are the facts. Three main sorts of aciion 
arc open to us, they are not sufficient, 
they are something: to persuade others 
and to disturb iheir rationalised-systemsi 
to offer powerful positive examples^ to 
rnodify social institutions in a libenarian 
fashion (not for the sake of reform, but 
to create more oportunities and more free¬ 
dom). If ''traditionalist” anarchists object 
to this, it because they suspea that the 
cs^eniual revolui innary situation will some¬ 
how be os'erlonkcd; a good warning; but 
we obwrt'e, in general, a brutalising, and 
m specific, a withdraw al of interest from 
fellow men and a loss of capacity for 
indignation, and if these reach a certain 
point there may never be a revolutionarv 
Situation, 

Camfon ■wHshes anarchists to supplant 
the revolutionary approach with the 
*Ts^ychiatric” approach; and it seems clear 
thai he means to supplant as well the 
whole concept of ''struggie”. He seems 
to think there is an inconsistency between 
struggle against the oppressors and efforts 
to convert persons to anarchism. (I want 
to bypass the relevant but too vast 
question of pacifist obiections to struggle 
per re.) But w'hy not simultaneous strug- 
gle and love? This is Malalcsta’s view: 
w'e do not hate the oppressor or his agent, 
but the evil he is doing; we do not desire 
to destroy him but to prcx^cni him from 
doing evil; we do not use violence except 
to defend ourselves against violence. 
Again, perhaps, qualities difficult to re¬ 
concile; but concrete examples would not 
be hard to find, and I am mindful of 
the experience of American conscientious 
objectors wbo attempted to engage in such 
a struggle against their jailers, for a 
variety of demands, without failing to try 
to make some sort of human contact with, 
guards and official, and often with suc¬ 
cess. 1 am afraid that by “simplifying’’ 
and '"purifying” our actions, by rejecting 
one by one those which contain some 
elements of dangers, wc shall finally re¬ 
move them all. 

Perhaps a psychological point is rele¬ 
vant here. The main psychological energy 
of anarchism, at is fairly well agreed, 
comes from rebellion against authoriri^, 
after the pattern of paternal authority 
(Herbert Read says this rather nicely in 
Poary and Anarchism}. If the just re¬ 
sentments are not expressed in straggle, 
where are they to go (for they will not 
disapnear)? lif wc were to apply the 
"psychiatric method” Comfort proposes, I 


Decentralising the B.B.C* 


'yHE proposals for deoemraJisadon of 
broadcasting made recently by the 
Beveridge ConunittK on the B.B.C. (dis¬ 
cussed in our editorial for 3/2/5i), were 
attacked iji a speech on March 12th by 
Mr. John Ciaatman, the B.B.C's former 
North Regional Coniruller. 

He said that if the recommendations 
were carried out, ibey would resuli in a 
airong tendency for the commission s to 
arrogate to ihemselves the authority of 
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national boards of governors* which would 
give rise to serious political as well as 
internal B.B.C. problems, and would cer¬ 
tainly aflecL the people's broadcasting 
prejudicially. Secondly, there would be a 
clash between Uiese commissions and the 
English broadcasting authorities. 

' The third and most serious conse¬ 
quence—if the Beveridge (^ommittee’g 
recommendation is left in its present 
form/' he continued, '‘will be a disastrous 
breach in the existing social and political 
hamiony of the United Kingdom. 
Moreover, these undesriable consequences 
will be powerfully reinforced by the 
measure of rcgionalisation of Eekvision 
requested by the Regional Advisory Coun¬ 
cils and recommended by the Beveridge 
Committee. In short, so far from estab¬ 
lishing “federal harmony' in British 
broadcasting the committee's rtcom- 
mendattEin points the way straight lo 
immediate partiiion of iltc broadcastfrig 
sphere, and the uiiimate 'Balkanisaiiuri’ of 
this niosi imporiuni nutional service.” 

Here is the auihenitc echo of Lord 
Keith, the f*riiier Napolrnn uf Brnadcait- 
ing Houmj. Mr. CEjHtman says ilnn whal 
he calls 'Bsikanisation' would certainly 
alTeci ihe people's broadcasting prejudi- 
clulJy, but he docs not s»y why.

think we would discover the following; 
instead of frank rebellion aimed at pre¬ 
venting the authority from inflicting more 
evil, but not at de^stroying the persons, 
there would develop an attitude of in¬ 
sidiously destroying the person psycho- 
logically ^ (the ambiguous phrase "win 
over might aptly fit ihe case); and we 
might very well find that w'c ended by 
turning against our friends, and perhaps 
at last ourselves, the guile wc were trying 
CO use, perhaps from too mu^ conviction 
of weakness, against our oppressors. 
(Psychology, and not necessarily jn^t 
amateur psychology, may well be a harm¬ 
less outlet for Sadistic and power motives; 
but for this reason it must be watched.) 
And white the usual anarchist attitude has 
its rational counterpart in the necessity 
for destroying the authority in order to 
be free, it is not clear, from a practical 
point of view, why it would be necessary 
to convert the top rulcrship, utterly 
powerless as it would be without the sup¬ 
port of the middle layers and ihe pas¬ 
sivity of the underlying population. 

The concept of "struggle", unmodified, 
tends eventually toward a new class 
domination ("dictatorship of the prok- 
tariat”). But the modification exists, in ■ 
the centre of the anarchist tradition, in 
the idea of love, and without the ascetic 
tone of pacifism; once again. Mala testa. 

(3) Now, my last point: the "sdcntific 
approach”, Unless we prove to be unable 
to do anything with it but abuse it, our 
knowledge of man and society can hardly 
becoine too abundant, especially when 
now our means are so diaproportionate to 
the ends in view. But—a little caution ] If 
we could have some sort of faith in our¬ 
selves, in our spontaneous reactions in 
personal and group situations, wc should 
have less need for such knowledge; as 
the mother loaded down with psycho¬ 
logical baggage is at best an inadequate 
substitute for the mother with love, 
security md common sense, and at worst 
is a robot cntitrolled by a dead book. 
In short, the useful scientific knowledge 
leads tE>—more exactly, removes the 
blocks to—true understanding of ourselves 
and our desires and our situations (the 
very need for the detour of science is a 
symptom of the present evil); but the 
appltcatian of psychological science to 
society, particularly if after the older 
aspirations to apply "social science” and 
"engineerinE” to society, contains, and I 
think even stems from, the most serious 
dangers. 

I will merely mention these dangers, 
since I have mentioned previously some 
of those peculiar to a psychological ap¬ 
proach, and the sociologists provide such

notorious examples. Coldness, lack of 
feeling, cakulaiion; excusable in the 
analyst w^ho is striving to be rieuirfll while 
he helps the patient discover himself; but 
the analogy will not hold with life- 
situations. The ertors of abstract think¬ 
ing, not checked by ordinary observations 
and intuition. The power of the scicniilic 
bloc. The demand for exclusive ooji- 
cent ration on ±is sort of activity. The 
incapacity of such methods to take into 
account the complexity, unpredictability.

direction. The similarity between the ad¬ 
vocates of such a view and those who 
believe it possible to use the state to 
achieve a stateless society is too apparent 
to be stressed. 

In the last issue of the American 
anarchist review, Retort^ an arcicle appears 
from the pen of one Byron R, Bryant, 
^mmarising the main tendencies of the 
CaCholic Worker Movement in the U.S.A. 
(the redpienl of papal blessing not so long 
3go) which apparently is the strongest 
o^anisatton of ‘catholic anarchists'. Since 
the article in question was read by 
Dorothy Day, one of che founders of the 
movement in America, before publication, 
and since the comments she appends in 
no way coniLradici (he main theme of the 
article, wc can assume that the author 
succeeds in reptescnting the 'officiar view 
of these professed anarchists of the 
Roman Catholic Church. Let us there¬ 
fore examine some of the more blatant 
travesties of anarchism this movement ad¬ 
vocates. The article incidentally sets out 
to further doser collaburaiion between 
those holding 'traditional' anarchist ideas 
and the CW movement; it merely denion- 
stmtea the uselessness of such an action. 
Bryant writes; , , . 

"Agrarianism should form the basis 
of any desirable society, it is less hur¬ 
ried, gives greater oppOrtunitip fw 
individual devclypmeni and avoids the 
unnatural and insanitary conditions 
which urban life meviLably produces 
for the maiority of those who Jive 
within IT."

feii his anarchism by accepting such a 
conventiouaJ' outlook. But surely the it*" 
dividual who rejects authority in the fortU 
of [he state, yet accepts it in the fofPi 
the family and church supervised 
relationships, can hardly be said to E?c * 
consistent anarchist? The real cru^ “ 
the matter is whether the 'cathoUc anar¬ 
chist' is capable of tolerating rwji only 1“^ 
advocacy, but the practice^ of free kve, 
when, since he accepts rule of goo, 
represented by the priest, such behavio^ 
would be a violation of Gods’ law—m 
fact, a sin. 

To sum up: The movement in the 
U.S.A. claims to be not only Catholic 
bur also anarchist. U is. not. All that 
its 'anarchy' would involve would he (he 
transfer of power from secular to ‘divine' 
authority (as represented by the Roman 
Catholic Church). The only aspect of its 
ideas that bear any resemblance to anar¬ 
chism is its Objection to the modem 
centralised (secular) state—an objcctiOll 
shared by some tories. The fundamental 
principle of anarchism—the rejection of 
all authority of man over mar^—is ob¬ 
viously far from the minds of its ad¬ 
herents. To co-operate with such » 
movement under the mistaken impressiofl] 
that one is encouraging anarchistic tei>’ 
dencies within the church and thereby 
furthering a social revolution would b« 
futile and inconsistent in ihe cxtremcrJ 
Our struggle against both god and ib 
state will be better sensed by keepinE cons 
pletely clear of such “parodies of 
socialism'.

Communism had come lo power in Italy 
as in the Iron Curtain countries* they 
would no doubt be ministers awaiting trial 
for treasonable dealings with the We^t. 
Their defection from the party on the 
natinnaliat issue comes at ihe same time 
as a very widespread unrest in the 
Russian European Empire. 

Drastic purges are in progress in 
Czechoslovakta, and the fear of an up¬ 
rising Is so great in goverimienial circles 
that in addition lo [he usual arrests they 
have dissolved thousands of voluntary 
and seemingly innocent ^sociatlons such 
as s'illage chess clubs. This may be taken 
to indicate that they fear ony kind of 
association as potentially subversive and 
are adopting Hcrod^s blanket meihod of 
dealing with it. Meanwhile bread and 
flour shortage, and the Russian withhold¬ 
ing of bread grains until they have secured 
further favourable economic agreements* 
aggravate the difficullie? of the govem- 
mcm* and also inevitably make Russia 
even more unpopular. Furihermore, they 
ensure for “loyaF', that is* pfo-Soviet* 
Communist., the odium of quislings. 

This is the dilemma that faces the 
whole of Russia's European colonialism. 
The national interests are so clearly sub¬ 
servient to the Russian interests, that 
nationalism is bound to be fostered. Trea¬ 
son trials and government purges cannot 
weed it out, but rather intensify it. 

Similar problems confront ihe Com¬ 
munists in Hungary and Bulgaria, whjk 
in Albania It has flared up into a virtual 
siege of the Communist government. In 
China the process is probably much less 
far advanced* but Communist miiiEsters 
have admitted widespread guerrilla 
activity and sabotage of transport. One* 
airain the C.P. used nationalist sentiment 
to get themselves in power, and once there 
their subservience to foreign interest (this 
rime, of Russia) can only inflame it 
further. 


The Cucchi-M b gnani defections have 
received dramatic undermining in Italy 
from the “line'’ [hat Palmiro TogHatti, the

Communist leader has brought back from 
his recent proirdtsed stay in Moscow. So 
eager Is Russia [o sec the Western 
European countries militarily weak, that 
Togliatti publicly offered [he De Gasperi 
government in Milan that “if Italy modi¬ 
fies her foreign policy the Italian Comin- 
form Party u'lrt giv£ up ail opposUiOfi in 
ParlkitiEni and m the country^’. This 
Hmcans that Togliatii jg preparetf—on 
instructions frara Mascow^m ihrow over 
the whole of [he working-class stnigglc in 
Italy which the C.P. claim lo be their 
prime interest, for the sake of a foreign 
office bargain. In Italian nationalisE ews 
[he offer means simply a gain for Russia 
at the expense of a defeneelei;s neutrality 
in Italy. ^ 

NfOW'* of course* it is open to critics to 
say that Communist promises are worth¬ 
less, and that Togliatd's offer cannot 1^ 
[aken seriously. Nevertheless* so damag¬ 
ing an offer would hardly be made lightly, 
and in any case, in poUtks each side to 
a bargain inakes concessions in order to 
gain something, the one being dependent 
on the other. Hence such bargains can 
never be entirely without substance. But 
* it is no new thing for the Communists to 
throw over the workers' struggle for 'the 
sake of Russian advantage. During the 
war the C,P. in this country—after 
Russia's entry into the Allied camp—gave 
up every militant struggle for the sake 
of the war effort", even to the point of 
strike-bfeaking with Communists scabs, 
denounced the class struggle a. pro-fascist] 

It is not surprising that Togliatti's 
offer has been bitterly denounced by 
Cucchi and Alagnani. More than their 
defections it will itself go far Co deepen 
the nationalist split in the party ranks. 
Furthermore, the disgraceful nature of 
Togliaiti's bargain, together wiib the 
waning enthusiasm for Russian instllu- 
uons* can only throw [he Italian C.P. 
into further disrepute. 


But care should be taken not to place 
much reliance du the groups who split 
aw^ay.

Cucchi and 
Magnani call the Italian party “back to 
Gramsd"“-a reference to its founder in 
the early twenties. Like the admirers 
of Tito, they criticize the details, but have 
no fundamental quarrel with the Leninist 
party structure as such, nor have they 
altered their attitude towards ihc rank 
and file and ihc working class generally. 

The present Communist splinters in 
any case derive from nationalist dls- 
appoincment, and carry all the vices of 
nationalism. The real adversary of Cam- 
muni sm is not to he found in nationalism 
and parly political activity* but in inter¬ 
national] sm and revolutionary self-activity 
On the part of the workers and rebels 
from any and every class. But the 
present splits are welcome as showing 
once- again the iutcriDr tensions which 
dictatorial tyranny breeds.

And In America* while protests at the 
suppression of La Fr^n^a came from all 
levels* one reads that the American C.P. 
Daily admits that it is on the 

brink of bankruptcy. There are many 
contributory factors* but one obviously 
important one is the boycott by the news¬ 
dealers. A news item* from New York 
(16/1/51) announced that the News¬ 
dealers AssChCiation of Greater New York, 
representing 500 of the city's estimated 
1*500 newsdealers* has voted* 4 to 1, to 
ban the Communist ncw^spapcr Dally 
WorkiY from its stands. 

Mr. Richter, president of the Associa¬ 
tion said ihai while the ban -was not 
binding on members of the association, he 
expected most members and most other 
newsdealers to remove ihe from 

their stands Most members, he said* 
had removed the newspaper ’informally’ 
since the ban was first proposed. 

Newsdea lers also have taken action 
against the newspaper on another front. 
In letters to Gov. Thomas E. Dewey and 
State Attorney General Nathaniel Gold¬ 
stein, they asked that the publishing com¬ 
pany's charter to do business be revoked.

Indeed, as: we go to Press It appears that 
the editor of LaPttma is under arrest. 
It is a reflection of the contempt shown 
for human rights by the totalitarian coun¬ 
tries and of the apathy, and opportunism 
of the democracies. 'WTiat must Feron 
think of the sincerity of the American 
protest when at the same time the 
United States extends its hand of friend¬ 
ship to Franca* who has long ago sup¬ 
pressed all the freedoms in^ his country* 
or for tbal matter Great Britain's friend¬ 
ship for a country like Portugal where 
freedom of the Press, of assembly and of 
speech w-ere suppressed years ago hy thcar 
old friend dictator Salaiar?

^Segregation In Kenya 

’CARLIER this month* the Kenya 
^ Legislative Council rejected by 22 
votes to S a motion condemning segrega- 
Liun. Needless to say, the eleven elected 
European 'members jasned Govcmnient 
members in opposing the measure while 
Indian* African and Arab members sup¬ 
ported it. 

Themiotion was put by one of ihe five 
Indian elected tncinbers, Mr, Paid, who 
based his proposals on a White Paper 
issued hy the British Government in 1923 
which proposed the abolition of residential 
segregation in towmships in Kenya. He 
said that in she small up-cuuniry town¬ 
ship of Fldarci three Moslems built 
houses for themselves four years ago. 

They had recently been served notice 
by the Department of Lands for recos^eu'^ 
(][■ the land and forfeiture of the leases 
as Ihe houses sverc in the area reserved 
lor Eurapean occupation. 

.Mr. Patel said that reprcsentiiiiotis were 
miTidc to the Governor, Sir Philip Mitchell, 
hut no legal proceedings were taken. The 
[ndians were offered land only a hundred 
teei away, where it wu-i suggested that 
,lhey shouUl build new’ homes. Mr. Paid 
said lljdfifl acres were available in 
Nuirohi for I5,0till Europeans and only 
for -Ks,lKHl Asians. As a result 
AsiiiiiH had to pay three times as much 
as Europeans.

Last year the gas workers were first 
sentenced to prison, for inciting a Strike, 
and then, on appeal, the sentences were 
altered to fines, hecmxt the u-or^erj 
i^fia'ed iheir sircttgih.- The fact that at 
the moment when the dockers are appear¬ 
ing at the Old Bnilcy. Ancurin Bevan and 
the T.U. leaders are conferring on the 
matter of amending Regulation 130S 
under which they arc . being prosecuted, 
shows that the determined nature of the 
dockers' protests has made ihc Govern¬ 
ment think again. 

It wilt indeed be an interesting situa¬ 
tion if the sentencing of the dockers 
coincides wiih the revoking of the 
Rcgufftlion—Or even its amendment. How 
will the dignity of the law look then^ 
And.—more important—how will the 
dockers, react if the men are not im¬ 
mediately released?

I WELCOME Eddy Priddy's letter in 
^ the Iasi edition of Freedom as ri is 
a fair example of the mental confusion 
and attachment to abstractions which 
makes ihe discus ion of realities so diffleuit 
in this Age of Faith the inid-20th century. 

It was particularly fortunate that his 
letter should be published in the same 
issue as the extract from AndN- Gide's 
^rti'Jcciriciwj on beitig Sb —”A young man 
of intelligence ... is unable to struggle 
against the stiphism!! which are aimed at 
him, if he has not flrst of all and in 
solitude lonK reflected on this momentous 
quesEion —what is for me the most import¬ 
ant thing in life?—end if he has not 
dared to answer resolutely: Myself," 

Priddy expresses these sophisms in a 
nutshell. If he w'ere right in saying that 
''What's in it for me?" is the common 
slogan for to-day, then anarchism would 
make greater headway than it does. But 
he is wrong: the common tendency of to¬ 
day is for everyone to be ashamed of their 
own self-interest and to sacrifice the com¬ 
fort, happiness and even the lives of 
themselves and others in the service of 
monstrous ideals—including “Truth, Jus¬ 
tice and Freedom”.
